I have recently pald ‘a visit-to Tahalsan, 2 
lolty rocky islet standing out of the Fovani Lake, 
The hill is called the Great Root iN, from ite 
resemblance to a Chinese shoe, From some 
positions it looks very much like a steamer, belng 
high and sherp in front Nike the bow of a ship 
and lower and broad at the stern, and to compl. te 
the resemblance a bigh pagoda risés a little 
forward of the centre of the island which vesy 
well corresponds to a stezmer's funnel, The water 
extends for 4 or § to 9 or 10 miles on elther side 
to the shores of the mainland, which are elther 
low. or bounded by low hile, Thé Island ts a 
great resort forthose who have Javours to seek 
from the tdols for itis a great Taolst strong. 
hold, Steps have been cut with considerable 
labour snd expense up to the summit, and 
allthe way up are shrines containing more or 
leas formidable idols, We saw ‘teveral In pro- 
cess of making, the Ingredients being a few 
bamboos, half a dozen loads of clay, two baskets 
of sand, a few catties of straw, and a Httle 
water.. These when fastened together would then 
command the reverence of all. ~A‘few fdolaters 
who were with me were a little ashamed when 
they saw an Idol fn all its oeked absurdity. Boata 
come over from the mainland at-all times when 
tho weather permits; wesaw men gotng through 
the nolsy methods of calling-x god’s attentlon, 
some young women also there came: to beseech 
the giltofsons. The aged ptlest set tea and native 
aweetmeats before ua to which we did justice.

(How in thunder does 
this bear on the missionary question?} Your corre- 
spondent haa frequently been accused of ex'ract- 
fog dogs and horses of gold from the mountains, 
and stealing them. Even on. this trip, while 
anchored, I overheard some natives sayla 
we were there to capture a valuable white borse 
which roamed over the hiils, They sald it bad 
been seen -by many but wo only could capture'it. 
The tea season docs not seem to cause x0 
much gencral excitement aslast year. A number, 
of native teamenhave keptout of the business this 
season and there are only about half the number 
of hongs dolog business this year as compared 
with those engaged last year, The result is there is 
less competitton, and those who have rl:ked thelr 
money seem to be making big profit 
beard the native teamen’s profits put 
as taclsabalfchest. I am told that In the. tes 
districts many hills are not’ now cultivated. 
You reported recently in: your columns that 
a Russian tea merchant bad been severely 
beaten in the tea districis, Ido not have aoy 
doubt but that the native dealers are responsible 
for this, I know, for instance, that last year they 
put cut proclamations all over the Woosin and 
Iling districts forbidding foretgners to buy, and 
threatening with death any natlve who should 
sell tea direct to forelgne: .
